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Preliminary  Estimates  for  August 
Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  August  were  close  to 
2  "billion  dollars,  alDout  one- tenth  ahove  July  and  one-fifth  above  August 
ITlie  increase  over  July  was  about  the  sarne  as  the  regular  seasonal  change. 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  about  the  same  as  in  Jtily. 
Tlie  greater  than  usual  increase  in  receipts  from  meat  animals  reflects  the 
^substantial  gain  in  marketings  of  cattle  and  calves  and  offsets  the  slight 
seasonal  declines  in  income  from  dairy  products  and  poultry  and  eggs.  The 
decrease  in  cash  receipts  from  fruits  apparently  was  greater  than  usual  because 
of  car  shortages,  less  demand  for  citrus  fruits,  and  the  small  apple  crop.  Al- 
though income  from  food  grains  is  being  maintained  at  a  high  level  because 
of  the  record  wheat  crop,  cash  receipts  from  all  crops  increased  less  than 
seasonally. 

Cash  receipts  during  the  first  7' months  amoiinted  to  about  10,575 
million  dollars  compared  with  10,271  million  dollars  last  year.  Receipts 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  7-month  period  are  estimated  at 
6,351  million  dollars,  6  percent  less  than  the  6,771  mllion  dollars  in  19UU. 
This  decrease  was  due  mostly  to  sharp  declines  in  hog  marketings.     During  the 
first  part  of  19^5  income  was  stepped  up,  because  of  the  exceptionally  large 
carryovers  of  the  ISkk  crops.     Cash  receipts  from  crops  from  January  through 
July  amounted  to  ^,22^  million  dollars,  21  percent  above  the  3,500  million 
dollars  last  year.  , 

State  and  Regional  Estimates  for  June  and  First  Half  Year 
■  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  crops  during  June  ranged  from  7  percent 
below  last  year  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  to  37  percent  above  19^^  in 
the  West  North  Central  Region.  .       •  . 
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The  most  consistent  gain  among  crops  for  the  various  regions  in  June  ig^'" 
over  June  igVl  ;vas  made       truck  crops,  with  greater  quantities  marketed  at 
higher  prices  than  last  year.    Georgia  ranked  first  among  States  in  increased 
cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  over  last  year,  "because  of  the  sharp  increase 
in  marketings  of  the  unusually  large  peach  crop. 

The  decline  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in 
June,  conrpared  with  a  year  earlier,  was  less  pronounced  than  for  the  preceding 
5  months.    This  was  particularly  true  in  the  Vest  North  Central  Region,  where 
the  drop  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  p37oduc.ts  was  only  if  percent  in 
June,  viiile  it  was  17  percent  during  the  first  5  months  of  the  year.  The 
decline  in  cash  receipts  from  hogs  during  June  in  the  West  North  Central  Eegion 
was  less  severe  than  in  the  preceding  months,  while  income  from  poultry  and 
eggs  made  a  greater  gain  in  June  than  during  the  previous  5  months. 

Cash  receipts  from  eggs  and  wholesale  milk  in  June  made  substantial 
gains  over  a  year  earlier  in  all  regions,   especially  in  the  Sast  North  Central 
Region.     On  a  State  "basis,  the  greatest  actual  increase  in  income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  was  made  by  Minnesota,  where  the  gain  in  cash  receipts 
from  milk  was  particularly  large.  .  • 

Wheat,  tobacco,  and  truck  crops  were  principal  sources  of  regional 
increases  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  during  the  first  6  months  of  19^5 
compared  with  a  year  earlier.     The  large  I9UU  crop  and  a  record  I9U5  winter 
crop  brought  about  substantial  increases  in  receipts  from  wheat  in  the  East 

North  Gentrfi-l  and  West  North  Central  Regions,     Income  from  tobacco  made  out- 

,1 

standing  gains  in  the  South  Central,  South  Atlantic,  and 'North  Atlantic  Regions, 
with  cash  receipts  in  Connecticut,  Maryland,  and  North  Carolina  three  times  as 
great  as  last  year.     Cash  receipts  from  truck  crops  made  outstanding  gains  in 
tjae  WesteiTt,  South  Central,  and  South  Atlantic  Regions.  .  Connecticut,  South 
Dakota  and  Maryland  showed  the  greatest  percento.ge  increase^  in  cash,  receipts

The  only  region  shewing  a  gain  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  for  January- June  over  iq^lU  v;as  the  North  Atlantic,  v/here  poultry 
and  eggs  and  dairy  products  are  more  important  sources  of  income  tha-n  meat 
animals.     No  change  from  last  year  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  vms  shown  in  the  South  Atlantic  Hegion.

Decredsed  cash  receipts  from  strav/berries  in  June  19^5 >  compared  with 
June  19^>        a  result  cf  earlier  marketings  of  .the  smaller  crop,  contriouted 
largely  to  the  ^-percent  decrease  in  cash  receipts  from  crops.     The  decline  in 
income  from  hogs  continued  to  he  severe,   es-pecially  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania, 

Gains  -in  cash  receipts  from  tohacco  and  vegetables  contributed  a  large  par' 
of  the  1^4-  percent  increase  in  crop  recaipts  for  the  first  half  year  of  1945»

Cash  receipts  from  the  smaller  19^4^  crops  of  corn  and  dry  edible  beans 
continued  to  decline  in  June  19^3,   compared  v/ith  June  19UU.

A  decline  in  cash  receipts  from  corn  and  dry  edihle  "beans  offset  increai 
in  income  from  wheat,  soybeans,  apples,  and  tohacco,  and  cash  receipts  from 
crops  for  the  half-year  ended  June  19^5  showed  no  significant  change  over  the 
same  period  a  year  earlier.     Income  from  hogs  showed  a  marked  decline  for  the

West  North  Central  Region: 

The  largest  increase  over  last  year  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  during 
June  continued  to  "be  made  "by  wheat,  with  greater  quantities  "being  marketed  at 
price  increases  ranging  from  2  to  11  cents  per  "bushel.     Income  from 
crops         for  the  region  was  up  "by  more  than  one-third.     Increases  in  recei 
from  cattle,  eggs,  and  dairy  products  did  not  make  up  for  the  35-percent  decre^ 
in  cash  receipts  from  hogs,  and  income  from  livestock  and  products  was  U  perce^^ 
lovrer  than  a  year  earlier.

contri"buted  the  greatest  part  of  the  30-percent  increase  in  receipts  from  cropfi 
in  January-June  19^5  over  the  same  period  in  I'^kk,     Receipts  from  hogs  during  . 
the  first  half  year  were  ahout  ^5  percent  "below  last  year. 
South  Atlantic  Region; 

Increased'  cash  receipts  from  early  marketings  of  the  record  crop  of 
peaches,   especially  in  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  "brought,  ahout  the  greatest 
part  of  the  ^"^-percent  increase  in  crop  receipts  in  June  19^1-5  over  June  I'^kk,  ^ 
Income  from  truck  crops  and  potatoes  also  showed  substantial  gains* 

For  the  first  6  months  of  19^5»  truck  crops,  tohacco,  cotton  lint,  and 
peaches  wer«  important  in  "bringing  a"bout  the  28-percent  gain  in  total  crop 
receipts  over  last  year. 
South  Central  Region; 

A  reduction  in  19^.^  winter  wheat  production,  particularly  in  Texas, 
was  reflected  in  decreased  cash  receipts  from  wheat  in  June,  com.pared  with  a 
year  earlier.     Although  partially  offset  "by  greater  truck  crop  receipts  as  a 
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result  of  increased  shipments  and  higher  prices,  total  receipts  from  crops 
fell  6  percent  "below  June  19^5* 

The  largest  gain  in  receipts  from  crops  for  the  period  January-June  over 
last  year  was  made  "by  to"bacco,  followed  by  lesser  increases  in  truck  crops,  and 
cotton  lint.    Livestock  receipts  registered  a  slight  decline  from  19*+^,  as 
receipts  from  hogs  dropped  sharply. 
Western  Region; 

Increased  receipts  from  vegeta"bles,  oranges,  wheat,  and  hay  more  than 
made  up  the  sharp  drop  in  cash  receipt?  from  the  short  crop  of  apricots,  and 
flaxseed,  and  resulted  in  a  net  increase  of  6  percent  in  crop  receipts  for 
June  19^5  over  June  ig'+U.     'The  continuing  decline  in  income  from  hogs  "brought 
a"bout  a  5~percent  decrease  in  total  livestock  receipts. 

The  9-percent  gain  in  crop  receipt?  for  the  half-year  period  in  19^5* 
over  I9UU  was  due  in  large  part  to  sharp , increases  in  income  from  truck  crops 
and  oranges.     Sharp  decreases  in  cash  receipts  from  hogs  v;ere  significant 
in  all  States,  "bringing  about  a  7-percent  drop  in  total  livestock  receipts.
